It appears to us ftstroDt'e onoraaly llmt 
people should come to tiiis city uud pre- 
tend to form fi judb'ttieiit ua to llio re 
Bonrces of iho whole Ibloud by what they 
Bee hero. Can anythiiip; he more alisiird? 
The fact iB, that small in (^xti'iit as this 
Island is, there are largo portions of it 
that have never been traversed by a 
white moD, and no one can eay what 
stores of mineral \^ealth lie buried 
'neath its verdant hilla . and vailoys. 
There is reason to believe that wo hnvc 
bnndreds of billions of tons of coal; it is 
said that there are entire mountains of 
fine iron; we have many veins of copper; 
silver is known to exist, and gold may be 
worked to pay at least remunerative 
wages. The finest freotono, marble, 
granite, lime, and, in short, everything 
that is calcnlated to create and embellish 
the habitations uf iimn and add to his 
comfort ami oonvenicncc. Row is it 
that all kinds of exjiloi iiif,' expceliiions arc 
planned and carried out at Cariboo, and 
elsewhere, both jirivatcly and wiih (Jov- 
ernmcnt ai(l,i>ii(l yet lierr we urn on a beau- 
tiful Island of whicli we know little more 
than the sea cr fist,(\\ ith llie exception of 
the little patch atone end on which we 
remain ])ercbed)— seemintrly iniicli more 
interested and certainly better acquainted 
with the country six hundred miles ^away 
than wo are willi our own tiglit little 
■Island, That "distance leinis enel.unl- 
ment to the view" is fully exemplified in 
the fact that we have hero a delicious 
climate, a fertile country known to be 
rich in miterals, yet we go to Alaska or 
White Pine, eiposing ourselves to tho 
most dreadful sofferiogs from cold and 
hoDger, to find what we might obtain so 
much more easily at home ; everyone who 
knows anything of the gold mining on 
Stickeen river, and the suecess that at- 
tended mining intelligently pnrsued at 
Leech riv«r, Sooke and various other lo- 
caiitie*, !b aware that if the same amount 
of persevering iodastry had been applied 
by the sot disant miners nt the latter 
places as was shown in tho former, we 
should have had our Island d'pgings 
peopled by a woU-to-do body oi 
miners ; the food in rcj^ular supo 
ply and easily obtainable at very 
low prices, and tho work prosecuted near- 
ly throngboat the year. Wo appear to 
bo reserving tbia Island for a kind of 
bonne bouche — utilizing all tlio far-away 
districts or ii.o o<.io.,.- .,nH r-'-^'^Tvinr this j 
precious little morsel to be turned to ac... 
connt hereafter. We have no object ions 
to men wondering off to White Pino or 
Montana to make their " piles," if they 
prefer to do bo; but for our part i' ap- 
pears 10 much easier to take a half day's 
walk to Leech river and enjoy all tho 
comforts attainable in town, even if we 
have to pot np with a lower rate of wiif^es 
But why Leech river? If we fir.d gold at 
Leech river and Booke, why not in other 
parts of the l^land7 Indians have oh 
tained gold in the interior — where, is not 
at present known. All this, however, is 
beside tho object wo had in view when we 
commeneed this artic'e. Our desire was 
to call public attention to the fact that 
the largest portion of this Island is still 
n terra incoijnita, and that wanting in all 
tho orditiary characlcrislics of j^ovrrninent 
as nnrs is, it would not be loo iniieh to 
oxfieet from the Ivxeentive if they took 
Eome Fleps t'l fiiid out what we have In-re 
at home. We rejoice to know that Hums 
are being granted for the exploration of 
tho upper country ; but it would only be 
acting the part of sensible men if we also 
sought and obtained the information tl:at 
every person is supposed to po.-*ss — the 
geography of the Island on wbieli he 
lives. The time has arrived when all I lie 
snag harbors known as Indenting this 
Island, where depth of water, good an- 
chorage and shelter are readily obtained, 
will soon to be turned to account in a 
great number of ways. We want to know 
the country behind them, whether agri- 
cultural, pastoral, or mineral, and 
if the latter, whether coal or gold. 
No part of tho Island lies more 
than thirty tnil- s fr m the coast, so 
that no d'Hieuliy would exist in ex- 
ploring and prospoetiiig tho wlioli; ol 
it. How it ban ninan ed so \on-/^ un- 
exnniired, appcais moi'o and inoro in- 
oxplicnblo to us, beenusollu! ditliculties 
nre eo rinfill c(>iniiaied with thoso mot 
with ill (.'arihoo iiiid elsewhere; where- 
as tho prizes arc so \i ucb nitiro varied 
find eo much more likely to b(! Hccured. 
For in Blanco : gold diggings, a vein ol 
silver, a vein of copper, a scam of coal, 
good prairie or pasture land, ^u)proKi^ 
mate deposits of coal, limo and iron, 
near Iho const, Ac., ad infinitum. All 
these exist in more or less abundai.oe, 
and the least valuable would eccnro t«> 
the dificoverer a very bandsomd ro> 
ward ; to others an indopondonco for 
lile ; yet there nro capable men walk- 
ing about with their hands in thoir 



pockets who disdain tho labor offered 
to thom in the oily and decline to ox- 
ploro tho Island ; but if in White Pino 
would carry a heavy pack for days 
together over stoop, traokloas moun- 
tains covered with fallen trees, sub" 
.sisting on a very modorato allowance 
of very poor grub. Tho occupation of 
governing a Colony is not ft verj 
arduous one, if wo may judgo from 
Our own. and requires no very great 
exercise ot intellect; tho various ofll' 
oors of Governmont 'have very good 
salaries, and liko sonsiblo men, make 
tho most of thoir luck by troubling 
Ihomsolves aboat tbo Colony just as 
littio as possible. Looking at the 
matter in a philosophical point of view, 
they may perhaps be perfectly correct; 
but unfortunately for them, we colonu 
isls have very litMe phi'osophy about 
us; wo know littio more than the hard 
practical phase of life ; hence wo strive 
on like 80 many ants building away, 
altlic ui^h some evil powor may bo des- 
troying as last as wo jiut our sticks 
together. Wo would suggest that 
just for Iho sake ol" appearanco-", 
tbo Governmont might do somo- 
thing in tho way ol intormmg Lbom- 
selves and tho Uolonista whot kind of 
Country they govern. It might be worth 
their wbilo.

Mr. Andrew J( hnson, cx-Prcsident 
of tbo United States, who twoniy-thrce 
days ago relirquisb(d his high oflico 
to hfs f-ucccssor, died on Thursday 
morning at Greciivillo, Tonneasec;

Self-made man — a tailor by trade, 
llo belonged to the class in the South 
known before the war as "poor whites;" 
and when ho married, at the ago ol 
20, could neiiher read nor write. His 
wifo, a most excellent woman, taught 
bim to master both aocomplisbmentH, 
and at tho ago of 25, be was elected 'o 
his first office, that of towD-oonstable 
of Groonville. Ue next became an 
Alderman ; then a member of tho 
Siuto Legislature; next Governor, and 
finally was sent to Congrosa. Upon 
tho outbreak of tho Southern rebellion 
ho was distinguished for his unflinch- 
ing loj'aliy to the Union causa, and be- 
came a mark lor tho inalovolent 8haft,H 
ol the rebels, who at that timo over 
ran tbo Siato of Tonnossce. Tboy 
burned his handsome rosidonco ; set a 
price upon his head, and forced his 
family to fly from tho State ; but a 
miseiablo board-shanty in which ho 
orico worked at his trade, was left 
standing nninjurod. When Mr. Lin« 
coin wart nominated for hi.s second 
term, Mr. Johnson's nauio wtia placed 
on tho ticket as Vice ProBident, Tho 
ticket was succcsslul, and when, on 
the I tih of April, I6b5, Mr. Lincoln 
foil by the hand of tho assaskin, the 
Vice President succoodod his chief as 
President. Of his pablic aois it is not 
our purpose here to more than allude : 
but it is certain that no President of 
the United Slates succeeded in draw- 
ing upon himsuir so groat an amount of 
obloquy as Mr. Jobiisun. Ho wua uu- 
succcsslul in his attempts to re»establi-b 
order in the South, but be won an imq 
poriebablo renown for tho morcilul 
consideration that ho extended towards 
the fallen rebels, and lor tho elTorts ho 
made — though unnuecesslul — to uphold 
tho Corisiituiion of his country. In 
(iUr opinion, iho unprejudiced historion 
will deal rnnre justly with Mr. John- 
son's nunioiy than contcmiioraneous 
Writers and statesmen havo done. Mr. 
JohiiHoii's !ige was {Jl. Jiy a straui^o 
coincidence, Mr. Lincoln wa sassassin- 
aled on Good Friday evening, 18G5, 
and Mr. Johnson diod on ihn morning 
preceding Good Fridaj', 1809. 

In Congress a movement has been made 
looking towards tho renewal of tho Reci- 
procity Treaty; in return for which tho 
Uuiled Stales ask free access to tbo fish- 
eries and inland navigation of Uritish 
waters. The Senate is about to mako its 
|)eac(! with General Grant by repealing 
t!ie Act whieb prevents him making ap<, 
])ointmenta or removals. Tho same dis- 
patch foreshadows what General Grant's 
pnlicy respecting the Alabama claims 
will be. A " bill" is to bo sent to Groat 
liritaiii accompanied by a sim|jlu domimd 
for payment! If payment bo refused — ? 

I''rom Eurojie wo learu that Mr, Disraeli's 
motioii to read tho Irish Church Disea. 
tablishment Bill " this day six months" 
was lost by a docisive majority of l02 
votes. The wildest enthusiasm was 
mauifjEted in the lobbies and throughout 
tbo city when the result iiras known. 
Even Bir Ronndoll Palmer favored ^ms- 
tablishment, but opposed disendowment. 
Sir Boundell, before ele«tloO| AckQOw- 



ledgod Mr. Gladstono as hia political 

leader, bat said he could not follow bim 
so far as to favor disestablishmeut. Sir 
Iloundell's cbangoof opinion is indieativo 
of tho strong feeling now ngitating tho 
public mind in Great Britain in favor of 
diaestablishnieut. In the fico of such 
a very largo ranjority tho IIcuso 
of Lords would novor dara throw 
out tho bill when it comes before 
them. Its passngo is certain ; and the 
days of the Irish Church are number- 
Dd. In Franco, a dot order points 
to tho reorganization of the army — 
which probably means another ex- 
pansion of territory. Spain appears 
to bo coming through her troubles 
bravely ; notwithslandiDg the riots in 
Cuba, which really would amount to 
very little but for the assistanoe tbe 
insurgents receive from tho United 
.States. In tho Corlos a constitution 
has boon reported which provides for 
tho erection of a Constitutional Mon- 
archy ; tho term of oflico of the King 
to bo limitod to 18 years; and & 
separation of Church and State lo take 
place. ' This is tho substance of tbo 
majority report. Tho mincrity report 
diU'ors from it only on tho score of ro. 
ligion. Wo adviso a carclul porugalof 
tho dispatches.
